of 67 to 78 refused to mdopt the amendment,
In pursuanes of thelr policy of retrenchment,

WASHINGTON, el 21.—Inasmuch as the
Venezuelan commission, at the eonclusion of
its la=t meeting, adjourned to mest next
Friday, theie¢ was no regular meetling to-
day, nithough three of the members, P'resi-
dent Brewer and Messrs. Alvey and White,
hell a conference with the secretary of the
commission, Mr. Mallet-Provost, to compare
notes of the progress of the work., The two
abeent members, Messrs. Coudert and Gil-
man, were nlso communleated with. Al
present the commission Is awaiting the re-
ceipt of the evidence which Great Britain
and Venezuein have promised to submit,
and when that Is st hand it Is expected
that rapld progress can b made, Mean-
while, however, the time Is belng employcd
to the lest advantage In the prosecution of
Individual rezearchea by the members of the

comnigsion, and much valuable data has
heen thug eolleoted.
The persistency with which the rumor

comes from across the water that our goy-
ernimient has arrived at an understanding
with Great DBritaln upon a modified form
of arbitration of the Venezuelan controversy
at last begins to cause this idea to be se-
riously entertained here. As far ao the pub-
lished correspondence shows, there has been
no exchangoe of notes batween the two gov-
ernments since the recelpt of Lurd Salis-
bury's responsc, in' the shape of two sep-
arate notes, dated the 22d of last November,
It fails io show that there has been any
formal exchange of notes sinee that date,
but there I8 reason to belleve that, either
through Mr, Bayard in London or Sir Ju-
Han Pauncefote in Washington, the two gov-
pronments have been adroltly sounding each
other to ascertain how an arrangement of
the !Menlty, which appeared from the last

ALL THE GOOD LAND.

Ex=Senntor Donwes Appenrs Hefore the
ndinn AfMalrs Commities.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 21.—Ex-Senator
Dawes, chalrman of the Dawes Indian com-
migalon, appeared before the house committee
of Indian affalrs In gupport of the bill Intro-
dueed In the house yesterday. He explained
at great length the situatlon among the five
civillzed tribes and the manner in which the
white Indlans were absorbing all the best
lands by obtaining leases. In the Cherokee
nutlon, he sald, 1,100,000 acres out of 3.000,-
000 were leased to sixty-one Nrms and (ndi-
viduale, In one case, he sald, a white man
had married a womnan who was one-sixteenth
Cherokee. By that marrjage, according to
the laws of the nation, he besame a Cherokee
and he now holds 10,000 acres without paying
a ecent Into the nation's treasury. He de-
seribed how Pennsylvania coal experts had
talid the Indians whore to “'discover coal™ and
In virtue of thelr “discovery™ had obtalned
the use of the lands, which they had leased
to coal operators forever at ridicalous figures,
Bvery foot of the vast coal deposits was, he
sald, now covercd by these leases. The
trouble, he sald, was with the Indian courts,
which were corrupt, ang with the councils,
which were dominated by the “white In-
dlans,” whom, he sald, were the keenest poli-
ticians he had ever secn.

In support of hig charges as to the ror-
ruption of the courts he described how ver-
dicta had been openly for sale, In reply to
questions as to the legality of the leases made
by individual Indlans he sald that some of
them had been ratified by congress under
prescribed conditlons, but that the question
wiaa =till open. He sald that theére was an
utter perversion of functions of government
jin the natlons and a change euch as was pro-
posed In the bill submitted, which would re-
quire executive approval of the acts of the
councile, glve the United States courts Juris-
dletlon of all land cases and provide for the
révocation of certain leases, would prevent
the real 1ndians, for whom the government
was established, from becoming the prey of
designing whites,

1S NOW

WALLER A FREE MAN,
Libernted from Prison Todny and
Will Rejolin His Family.
WASHINGTON, Feb. 2l.—Secretary Olney
recelved a cablegram today from Ambassadsr
Bustls, announcing that Waller, ex-consul at
Madagascar, was released from jall today.
It is expected that Waller will join his

family in tha United States.

As Waller 18 entirely destitute of means,
our ambassador, Mr. Bustis, has been author-
ized by Secretary Olney to provide him with
transportation to the United States, He
had been in pricon for nearly a4 year, hav-
ing been arrested on the Gth of March last
in Madagascar, and afterward being kept in
conflnement in the military prisons in
Prance.

The authorities here feel that they have
reason to be gratified at the cutecome of the
case, which, as revealed by the corre-
spondence on the subject, came nearer than
the public was aware al one time of leading
to an actual severance of diplomatie rela-
tiong between the two republles.  The point
at {msue was not whether Waller was guilty
of the offense charged sgainst him, but re-
solved itself into a questlon as to whether
the government lad a right to Inslst upun
gatlsfying Itself that the American citizen
which he was convieted was finally exhibited
had had Justice, As the evidence upon
which he was convicted was finally ex-
hibited to Ambassador Hustls our govern-
ment was entirely satisfled, though it was
ineldentally shown that there could be no
reasgnable doubt of the gullt of the prisoner,
ag wus conceded by President Cleveland him-
self.

WASHINGTON. Feb. 21.-—The senate com-
mittee on public lands today dgclded to fa-
vorably report the house bill extending the
time within which suita may be brought by
the government to annul unauthbrized grants
of pubiie lands. The commitiee made sev-
ernl verbal amendments Lo the bill and aleo
added canal lands to those which are included
in the bill. The declsion of Lthe e mmittee
was preceded by a hearing’of répresentatives
of the varlons interests nl‘;nc!od by thie pro-
poaed legislation, There wWas a proposition
before the committee to Include Mexioan
land grants in the extension,’ but Senator
White appeared in opposition to, this scheme,
cintending that the Mexiean K'I'nm question
should be settled as soon ad ppssible in the
interest of all concerned, and the amendment
was not made.

Ex-Senator Manderson was also before the
committee in the Interest of the Burlington
road, but he did not make any special objec-
tlon to the Dbill, The cuommittee has [n-
gtructed Senntor Dubois, chairman, to press
convideration of the bill next week. The
limitations for these euits expires under the
present law In March, and the bill Is to be
treated as an emergency measure,
